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Administration Report of tfie Kotafi State 
for tfie Samvat ear 1995 ♦ 


( October 1938 to September 1939. ) 

CHAPTER I. 

General and Political. 

The area of the state including the 8 fiefs known as Kotris, is 5,684 
square miles and the population according to the Census of 1 93 1 is 6,85,804 
consisting of 3,55,056 males and 3,30,748 females, of which 6,29,416 
are Hindus , 47,068 Musalmans, 5,194 Jains, 9,223 Animists and 1,203 of 
other religions. The gross revenue of the State calculated on the average 
of the last five years is Rs. 49 ,47 ,037 /- . A tribute of Rs 2,28,920/- is paid 
to the British Government. A sum of Rs. 14,397/13/- (local Jaipur Coin) 
is paid as tribute through the state by the 8 Kotries which are under the 
suzerainty or administrative control of the Kotah Darbar and form part 
of the Kotah State. A sum of Rs. 866/12/- is received from Khilchipur 
State on account of " Huzzatwasul ” or “ Karar Dad ” and a sum of 
Rs. 902/2/i on account of Tanka from Rajgarh State. 

Hadas and Hadoti. 

Kotah is a Chauhan ITada State and occupies an important ' position 
in the Hadoti or Iiadawati , the land of the Hadas 

The Chauhans are one of the most illustrious of the 36 royal races of 
India, and among their 24 Shakhas ( Branches ) the Hadas are the most 
important. They trace their descent from the Chauhans of Bambauda, 
who were an offshoot of the Imperial Chauhans of Ajmer. Rao Dewa, 
one of the descendants of the Bambauda line of rulers founded the toivn of 
Bundi in 1342 in the Bando pass. 

Kotah eame into existence as a separate state about 1676 ( Vikram 
Era) under Madho Singhji , the second son of Rao Ratan of Bundi . 
Madho Singhji obtained this royal favour in return for the good services 
he had rendered in the campaign which forced the Imperial Prince ( after- 
toards the Emperor Shah Jahan) to flee from Burhanpur, Bhim Singhji , 
the sixth ruler of Kotah , who reigned from Samvat 1764 to 1778 consider- 
ably extended the boundaries of the State and was the first chief ivho assumed 
the title of Maharao with the rank of ( Punj Hazari ) conferred on him by 
the Delhi Emperor. He also seized from Bundi the orange coloured banner 
since then used by the Kotah State, as the State Standard. In the year 
1817 A. D. in the time oj Maharao Umed Singhji I his famous minister, 
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Zalim Singh, made the first treaty in Rajputana with the British ’Govern- 
ment on behalf of Kotah and succeeded in getting a supplementary article 
added to the said Treaty by wllich the administration of the State was to 
be vested in Zalim Singh and his heirs and successors as hereditary Dewans. 
When , however , Maharao Rani Singhji succeeded his uncle , Kishor Singhji , 
in A.D. 1828 , disputes arose between him and his then minister , ( Deivan ) 
Madan Singh, the grandson of Zalim Singh, and in the year 1888 A. D . 
that the Government of India, seeing that arrangement of hereditary 
ministry was no more workable, decided to separate 1 7 districts from the 
Kotah State to be formed into a new principality, named Jhalawar , which 
loas bestoived on Raj Rana Madan Singh, his heirs and successors. 

The present Maharao Sahib Bahadur His Highness 
Colonel Sir Timed Singhji II G.O.S.I., G.C.l.B,, G.B.JU., LL.D who 
was born on the 15th September, 1873, and succeeded to the Gadi 
by adoption , in the year 1889 A.D, on the death of Maharao Shri 
Shatrusalji , is the Seventeenth Ruling Prince of his family and is in his 
66th year. On the death of his first wife , the eldest daughter of His 
Highness the Maharana Sahib of Udaipur , > the head of Shisodias, His 
Highness married the daughter of His Highness the Maharao Sahib of 
Kutch, of the Jarecha clan of Rajputs, She also died on the 17th July 
1933. During her life time His Highness ions married to the present 
Maliarani Sahiba, sister of the Thakur of Isar da, a Kachhwaha Jagirdar 
of Jaipur . She is the mother of Maharaj Kumar Shri Bhim Singhji 
Sahib Bahadur, born on the 14th September 1909. 

Under the benign rule of His Highness the present ruler, the State 
has made considerable progress. In the year 1899, 15 out of the 17 
districts which had been separated to form the principality of Jhalawar 
were restored to Kotah. Roads and communications have been vastly im- 
proved, and extended. The G.l.P. Railicay Branch from Goona via. Baran 
joins at Kotah the main line of the B. B. & C. I. Railway. British 
coins and weights have been introduced. Postal unity was introduced 
with the Post Offices in British India. A revised Land Revenue Settle- 
ment has been made. All departments have been reorganised and strength-

ened. Dispensaries have been opened all over the State , and education has 
made and continues to make satisfactory advancement. Among the 
numerous Raj buildings round about the city of Kotah , the Umed 
Bhawan Palace, is a building of remarkable beauty. Among other public 
works of special importance , are the Raj Bhawan, Guest House , the 
Crosthwaite Institute, the Military lines , the Herbert College, the 
Raghunath Hostel, the Poiver House and the Water Works outside the 
city wall ; while within Ware the Wyllie Memorial, Her Highness Shri 
Maharaniji Sahiba’ s Gh'ls School and the City Hospital in the Rampura 
Bazar, all having sprung up during the rule of the present Maharao Sahib 
Bahadur.' ' .5

6. His Highness accompanied by Shri Maharaj Kumar Sahib and 
the Rajlok proceeded to Bikaner on' the 18th February, 1939 and 
returned on 25th February, 1939. 

7. Shri Maharaj Kumar Sahib went to Chanda on the 14th March, 
1939 for Shikar and returned on the 28th March, 1939. 

8. His Highness accompanied by Shri Maharaj Kumar Sahib and 
the Rajlok went to Bombay on the 21st May, 1939. Shri Maharaj 
Kumar Sahib returned on the 12th July, 1939 and His Highness 
returned on the 16th July, 1939. 

9. Shri Maharaj Kumar Sahib accompanied by Shri Kawrani 
Sahiba, Shri Bhanwar Sahib and Bhauwar Bai Sahiba went to Kashmir 
on the 17th July, 1939 and returned on the 8fch September, 1.939.

Revenue Department. 


27. Munshi Khazan Singhji, Revenue Commissioner held charge 
of the department throughout the year except for one month and 
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eighteen days when he was on leave and Pandit Dnni Chandji, Assis- 
tant Revenue Commissioner, officiated for him. 

28. Pandit Duni Chandji, Assistant Revenue Commissioner, 
worked as a Boundary Officer till the 23rd of March, 1939, after which 
till the end of the state year he was inoharge of Settlement work. 

29. Maharaja Amar Singhji, Assistant Revenue Commissioner of 
the Baran Division, was on leave from the 12th April, 1939, till the end 
of the state year. During this period Pandit Maharaj Singh, Nazim, 
acted as Assistant Revenue Commissioner. 

30. MunBhi Hari Shankerji held charge as Assistant Revenue 
Commissioner of Ladpura Division, Munshi Debi Lalji of Aklera 
Division and Babu Ghanshiam Dasji, B. Ag., of Sangod Division. 

31. Munshi Gopi Lai, Nazim, was retired and in this connection 
Kanwar Chatar Singh, M. A., and Pandit Devki Nandan B. Sc., were 
confirmed as Naib Nazims, while Pandit Gopi Lai was appointed as a 
temporary Nazim. 

32. The Revenue Commissioner was out on tour for 87 days during 
which he inspected the work of Revenue, Customs, Excise, Forest, 
Co-operative and Veterinary Departments and also of the Village 
Panohayats and Co-operative Banks. He devoted part of his time to 
the inspection of Bunds, cattle fairs and village sanitation. 

33. The Assistant Revenue Commissioner of Ladpura Division 
toured for 102 days, of Baran 107 days, of Aklera 117 days and of 
Sangod 34 days, 

34. The total area recorded in the cultivators’ khatas during the 
year under report was 28,38,421 bighas against 27,98,831 bighas during 
the preceding year. Out of 28,38,421 bighas 96,781 bighas remained 
either unploughed or unsown due to irregular and deficient rain. 

35. The area under kharif crops was 55.5% and under rabi crops 
49.5%. From agricultural point of view the year was not quite satis- 
factory. The rains being deficient the area under cotton, wheat and 
linseed fell by 37, 24 and 17%. The area under sugar-cane also was 
only 5,970 bighas as against 8,001 bighas during the last year. Besides, 
the summer orops in certain villages in the Bizamatsof Sangod, Antah, 
Kanwas, Mangrol and Etawah were damaged by hails. To afford relief 
to the peasants the Durbar were pleased to grant remissions of land 
revenue amounting to Rs. 3,92,680/-.

37. The amount of Takavi loan outstanding at the end of the laBt 
year was Rs. 2,53,145/- which together with the advance of Rs. 1,68,217 
made during the year under report comes to Rs. 4,21,362/-. Out of this 
amount a sum of Rs. 99,979/- was realized during the year leaving a 
balance of Rs. 3,21,383. Of the loan given 66% was advanced for 
purchase of bullocks and 16% for repairs or construction of irrigation- 
wells. 


38. There were 33 village panohayats working at the end of the 
last year. Two of these closed during the year under report, thus only 
31 panohayats were functioning at the end of the year. During his 
tour the Revenue Commissioner explained to the people the usefulness 
of these institutions, but the faot that the public do not yet take 
sufficient interest in the panohayats shows that the publio opinion 
requires to be further educated. The total funds of panohayats at the 
beginning of the year under report was Rs, 14,793/7/3. An income of 
Rs. 652/8/9 and expenditure of Rs. 1,381/15/9 during the year left the 
closing balance of Rs. 14,064/0/6. 

39. The number of estates managed by the Court of Wards under 
the Revenue Department was 29 at the commencement of the year. 
The Court of Wards’ administration was withdrawn in case of two 
estates and nine new ones were put under it. Thus there were 36 
estates under the management of Court of Wards at the end of the year. 
The draft rules of the Court of Wards are under preparation. 

40. The most important event of the year was the announcement 
by His Highuess the donation of Rs. 30,00,000 /- to constitute a perma- 
nent Village Uplift Fund the interest of which would be utilized for 
works of village welfare. The final report of the Rural Uplift Committee 
which was appointed last year is now soon expected to come for the 
consideration of the Durbar, 
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, 41; During the year under report the department granted takavi 
of Rs. 917/- for purchasing bulls to improve the breed of oattle. A loan 
of Rs. 475/- was advanced for buying three Persian wheels, 26 such 
wheels are already working. Efforts are also being made to introduce 
superior quality of seeds of sugar-cane, cotton and wheat. The cotton 
seeds of Indore and sugar-oane seeds of Sbahjehanpur have already 
become popular. An improved type of oven for preparing ‘ gur 5 from 
sugar-cane was a great success in the Nizamat of Kbanpur. The depart- 
ment is therefore distributing to the sugar-oane growers handwritten 
leaflets explaining the type of this improved oven. 

42. The two village preaohers toured in the districts and exhorted 
the people to plant fruit trees on the wells, to prepare manure by 
soientifio means and to improve the breed of the oattle by employing 
good bulls. The Revenue Commissioner reports that as a result of that 
exhortation some beginning has been made by the peasants in this 
direction. 

43. At the close of the preceding year there were eight veterinary 
dispensaries at different places in the State. One more dispensary was 
opened during the year under report. Of these nine dispensaries, seven 
are under veterinary surgeons and two under compounders. The total 
number of oattle treated in all these dispensaries was 86,649 as oompared 
with 98,063 in the preceding year. At present three state nominees 
are receiving veterinary training at Bombay. Munshi Fazlul Rehman, 
Veterinary Inspector, supervised the work of dispensaries during his 
tour of 106 days.

44. Munshi Khazan Singbji who was an experienced and efficient 
Revenue Officer expired on the 8th October, 1 939, after a creditable 
servioe of 33 years. The Durbar were pleased to appoint Duni Chandji 
as Revenue Commissioner. The annual report of the department was 
submitted by the new Revenue Commissioner.

47. The total expenditure of this department during the year under 
report was 11s. 28,560/-. 

48. The number of oo-operative societies at the close of the prece- 
ding year was 407. During the year under report 31 newBooieties were 
opened and one was dissolved. Thus 437 societies were functioning at 
the end of the year under report. All these societies are of unlimited 
liabilities. Besides these there were five seed societies, three State 
employees’ societies and three sweepers’ societies working at the close of 
the year. The 437 societies were distributed as below : — 

Ladpura 32, Kunjer 82, Cheohat 33, Ramganj Mandi 39, Sangod 31, 
Kan was 27. Chhipabarod 12, Aklera 14, Antah 61, Digod 36, Baran 70. 

49. The number of members at the close of the last year was 3,081. 
During the year under report 337 new members were enrolled and 51 
expelled. Thus the number left at the end of the year under report 
was 3,367. 

50. The total working oapital of the societies at tbe dose of the 


year was Rs. 9,63,022/8/3 as compared with Rs. 9.

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51. The decrease in the working capital is reported to be due to 
the specially low rate of interest charged by the societies from their 
members. 


52. Out of Rs. l,31,630/-/3 payable by the members to the Bohras 
as per olaims deoided by the Commission an amount of Rs. 14,526/7/6 
was paid as oompared with Rs- 17,376/14/- during the last year and 
Rs. 4,671/5/3 was sbruok off on aooount of debtors oeasing to be members 
of co-operative society. This has left a balance of Rs. 1,13,570/9/9 
at the close of the year under report. The Registrar oomplains that 
the productivity of the soil is declining but the main difficulty is defi- 
cient and unevenly distributed rainfall and to some extent the careless- 
ness of the peasants. The Registrar has submitted his proposals for 
some relief for the consideration of the Durbar. 

53. The maximum oredit of the societies was fixed at Rs. 4,88,63 6/- 
but the amount which the members aotually owed to the societies at the 
close of the year was Rs. 9,26,426/14/6 as per details noted below: —

The total owned oapital of the societies thus amount to Rs. 5,17,121/4/ 
against the liabilities of the members amounting to Rs. 8,27,520/7/6 
of which an amount of Rs. 1,25,000/- is considered to be irreooverable. 

60. 113 original oases and 875 executions of deorees were regis- 
tered during the year under report. Out of these 83 oases and only 75 
executions were disposed of. The auction of a member’s property, the 
Registrar reports, is resorted to very rarely and only in case when all 
other means fail. 

61. Some societies managed, to store their own grain and seeds for 
the use of their members whioh resulted in a saving of 3,979 maunds of 
grain while the investment stands at the nominal figure of Rs. 811/8/9. 

62. Out of 437 societies working 12 are reported to be in an excel- 
lent, 17 in good, 309 in fair and 39 in bad condition. 
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CHAPTER III. 

Legislation. 

63. The administration of oivil and oriminal justice in the State 
is guided generally by the spirit of the laws in foroe in British India, 
but oertain special laws have been enacted in the State Mutatia 
Mutandis. 

64. A list of the State laws in foroe during the year is given in 
Appendix II. 

Military Department.

65. Colonel Thakur Pirthi Singhji held oharge as General Officer 
Commanding Kotah State Forces throughout the year. The troops 
which the Kotah Darbar may maintain are limited to 15,000 men of all 
description but the average number borne on the rolls of the Army 
throughout the year was as shown below : —

The strength of the Umed Infantry is gradually being increased 
and as soon as the barracks under construction are completed, it will be 
raised to a full Battalion. 

Police Department. 

66. The charge of the department was held throughout the year 
by Babu Ram Dasji Baijal. 

He remained on tour for 124 days during which period he inspected 
all the Police stations and Nizamat Guards, the offices of the three 
Superintendents and the three Court Sub-Inspeotors, the 'Police Lines 
at Baran and Aklera and 65 out-posts ( 39 in Sadar, 13 in Baran and 13 
in Aklera division ). Surprise visits were paid to 22 Police stations. 

67. Political Activities : — A Congress Committee has been nomi- 
nally functioning at Kotah. During the year under report its activities 
were confined to organizing only a few meetings and lectures which did 
not attract much public attention. It celebrated tbe Independence Day 
and Anti-war Day but there was very little response from the publio. 
A branch committee continues to exist at Ramganj Mandi but its 
members are mostly school boys. 
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68. The fourth annual session of the Eotah Raj Praja Mandal was 
held at Mangrol on the 21st, 22nd and 23rd of May, 1939, and was 
presided over by Pandit Nainu Ram. The Chairman of the Reception 
Committee was Seth Moti lal. Mr. and Mrs, Gauri Shankar Bhargava 
and Narsingh Baba came to participate in its activities from Ajmer. 
Some fiery speeches were delivered specially by Pandit Nainu Ram and 
Mr. Bhargava and a number of resolutions were passed relating mainly 
to revenue and financial reforms and demand of responsible government. 

69. Qazi Faiz Muhammad, who had made what he called * Hijrat ’ 
to Ajmer did not take very long to realize the unwisdom of his step. 
He returned to Kotah on the 24th of November, 1939, and the Darbar, 
with the usual generosity, restored to him the honour of ‘ Lavazma ' on 
Id day which he previously enjoyed. 

70. Police Training School : — Pandit Vishnu Dutt Sharma 
M. A., LL. B., worked as Law Inspector during most part of the year. 
Of the 10 candidates who appeared for the examination, 7 came out 
successful. 

71. Chanda Fund : — The total deposits in the Officers’ Chanda 
Fund on the 30th September, 1939, were Rs. 23,357/15/9 and in the 
Kat Zamanat Loan Fund Rs 1,37,458/4/-. 

72. First Aid to Injured: — 7 cadets from the Police Training 
School appeared for the examination of First Aid to the Injured of 
whom 3 passed. The result is not creditable, 

. 73. Details of Crimes: — This year 1,562 cognizable offences were 

registered as against 1,308 of last year. Of these 115 cases were, on 
investigation, found to have been false and were hence expunged. The 
increase in the number of crimes can be asoribed mostly to the famine 
conditions prevailing within and without the State. The following 
statement will show the work of investigation : —

74. Daeoities : — This year 7 daooities were committed against 1 
during the preceding year. The loss of property involved waB 
Rs. 12,486/8/3 plus 71 buffaloes, Of the latter 70 were recovered by the 
pluck of Thakur Gaya Prasad Singh Sub-Inspeotor. In connection 
with these 7 doeoities 6 persons have been so far arrested, of whom 1 
has been sentenced to three years rigorous imprisonment, 2 are under- 
going trial while the surrender of three from the Gwalior State is still 
pending. 

The acoused namely Parbhu, Shankar and Amra who were standing 
trial last year have all since been oonvioted by the Court of Sessions. 

Rahmat Khan Mewati and Mangiya Mina, standing trial in the 
Khoni dacoity case by the end of last year have been discharged by the 
District Magistrate, Aklera for want of evidence. 

Mangiya Mina, involved in the Karnal dooity oase, has been oon- 
victed by the Court of Sessions. 

75. Robbery : — 17 true cases of robbery were reported this year 

as against 10 of last year. Out of these, 5 oases were ohallaned, 4 of 
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whioh resulted in acquittal or discharged and one remained pending trial 
at the end of the year. Final reports for want of evidence were acoepted 
in 2 cases and 10 remained untraoed. The number of accused persons 
ohallaned was 6, of whom 5 were acquitted or discharged and 1 was 
standing trial by the end of the year. The total loss of property was 
worth Rs. 654/4/9 out of whioh property worth Rs. 19/4/- has been 
recovered. 

76. Murder: — 9 cases of murder as against 3 in the last year 
were reported during the year, of which one remained untraoed. Of the 
8 cases ohallaned 1 resulted in conviotion, 1 in acquittal, in 1 the aocused 
expired during enquiry, and 5 remained pending at the end of the year. 

77. Culpable homicide not amounting to murder : — 7 cases under 
this head as against 5 in lasb year were registered during the year under 
report. Of these, 5 were ohallaned with the oharge sheet and 2 remained 
untraoed. Of the 5 cases ohallaned, 3 resulted in conviotion, i in acquit- 
tal and 1 is pending trial. Of the II persons sent up for trial 7 were 
convicted, 3 aoquitted or discharged and 1 is standing trial. 

78. Attempt to murder : — 4 cases of attempt to murder aB 

against 3 cases of last year were registered during the year. 3 of these 
were ohallaned with the oharge sheet and final report for want of 
evidenoe was acoepted in 1. Of the 8 oaseB ohallaned, 2 resulted in con- 
viotion of 3 persons while in the remaining one the aooused was aoquitted. 

79. Cattle theft : — 182 oases of cattle theft as against 155 of last 

year were registered during this year. Out of these, 10 oases were 
expunged as false, 51 oases were ohallaned with a oharge sheet. 101 
remained untraoed and final reports for want of evidenoe were submitted 
in 20 oases. In 51 oases ohallaned, 74 persons were sent up for trial 
of whom 44 were convicted, 16 aoquitted or discharged and 14 are 
standing trial. 888 oattle, in ali valuing its. 15,233/8/- as against 541, 
valuing Rs. 13,640/10/-, of the last year were stolen. Of these 522 
oattle valued at Rs. 10,035/2 /- have been recovered, 

80. Theft and house breaking : — During the year under review 
the number of oases reported under tbiiB head was 747 as against 642 of 
the previous year. Of these, 241 cases were ohallaned with a charge 
sheet, final reports for want of evidenoe were submitted in 105 cases, 
49 oases were expunged as false and 313 remained untraced, No investi- 
gation was undertaken in 39 oases at the instance of the complainants. 
The accused ohallaned numbered 359 of whom 229 were convicted, 98 
aoquitted or disobarged and 32 are standing trial. The total amount of 
property stolen in all the above cases was valued at Rs. 40,531/12/9 
out of whioh property worth Rs. 16,104/6/6 was recovered. 
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81. Escape from Police costody : — 4 cases as against 3 in the Jast 

year were registered under this head. Of these, one oase was expunged 
as false and the remaining three with 4 aooused persons were ohallaned 
with charge sheet. Of these, two persons were oonvioted in one case, 
one in one case was aoquitted for want of evidence and one in one case 
is standing trial. 

82. Police torture : — No oase was registered under this head 
during the year. 

83. Property stolen and recovered ; — The total value of property 
stolen in all the offences is Rs. 76,872/13/9 of which property worth only 
Rs. 30,941 /- has been recovered. This is not commendable. 

84. Criminal Investigation Department : — The number of publio 
bodies and associations within the State has been gradually increasing 
and the work of this branch has multiplied in consequence. The sub* 
ordinates attached to the branoh have worked satisfactorily.

85. In order to introduce a better system of reporting the procee- 
dings of public meetings two of the Police employees had been sent to 
qualify themselves in Hindi Shorthand. Both of them have completed 
their training and are working satisfactorily. 

86. Prosecution Branch: — Pandit Triloki Nathji, M. A., LL. B., 
held charge of the branch from the beginning of the year upto the 18th 
of June, 1939, when he was promoted to the post of District Magistrate, 
Baran. Pandit Vishnu Datt, M. A., LL. B., Law Inspector, having 
then been made Deputy Superintendent of Police carried on the work 
of this branch upto the end of the year exoept for a period of one month 
and 8 days when Pandit Parma Nand B. A., LL. B., officiated as the 
Deputy Superintendent of Polioe. The work of this branch is shown 
in the following statement : —

91. Cases decided in one day : — The number of oases decided on 
the first hearing was 56 out of 535 as against 71 out of 431 in the 
preceding year. 


Comparative work of the Superintendents. 

92. SadarDivision : — Pandit Chandra Kant Raoji remained in 
charge of the Sadar Division throughout the year exoept for a period 
of 63 and 6 days when Pandit Payare Lalji, Personal Assistant and 
Pandit Triloki Nathji, Deputy Superintendent of Police officiated for 
him. The Superintendents in the Sadar Division remained on tour for 57 
days in the course of whioh they inspected all the Polioe stations, offices 
of the Court Sub-Inapeotor and Line Sadar twice, all the out-posts and 
guard Nizamats once and some even twioe. Surprise visits were also 
made to various Police Stations and out-posts. 

93. Baran Division : — Munshi Bashir Uddinji remained in 
charge of Baran Division throughout the year. He remained on tour 
lor 196 days in the course of which he inspected all the Polioe Stations, 
Guard Nizamats, offices of the Court Sub-Inspector and Line twioe and 
all the out-posts onoe. Surprise visits were also made to various Polioe 
Stations and out-posts. 
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94. Aklera Division : — The charge of the division was held by 
Babu Tulsi Ratnji throughout the year. He remained on tour for 133 
days in the course of which he inspected all the Police Stations, Niza- 
mat guards and the offices of the Court Sub-Inspector and Line twice 
and all the out*posts once.

97. The Inspector General of Police oommends the work of all 
the Superintendents and his Personal Assistant. 

Judicial Department. 

98. The late Rai Bahadur Pandit Shri Ramji Bhargava, Distriot 
and Sessions Judge, held charge of the department from the 1st October 
till his death on the 20th December, 1938. By order of Mahakma 
Khas, dated the 7th December, 1938, a High Court was established for 
the State and Rai Bahadur Ram Babuji Saksena, M. A., LL. B., TJ. P. 
C. S., was appointed Judge, High Court, and remained in charge of the 
department from the 1st January, 1939, upto the end of the year under 
report. The late Rai Bahadur Pandit Shri Ramji Bhargava was also 
appointed as an Additional Judge of the High Court but before assum- 
ing charge of his new post he died in Deoember, 1938. 

99. The High Court began to function from the 1st January, 
1939. The post of the Judioial Secretary, Mahakma Khas, was brought 
under reduction and Pandit Ram Gopalji M. A., LL. B,, holding that 
post, was transferred as a Registrar of High Court. The post of the 
Judioial Assistant to the Sessions Judge was abolished. 

100. In connection with the appointment of Rai Bahadur Pandit 
Shri Ramji Bhargava as the Additional Judge of the High Court, 
Babu Jagdish Sahaiji, B, A., LL. B., Sub Judge, Kotah, was appointed 
Distriot' and Sessions Judge temporarily but when the late Rai Bahadur 
died Babu Jagdish Sahaiji was confirmed permanently by order of 
Mahakma Khas, dated the 4th January, 1939.

101. By order of Mahakma Khas, dated the 2nd January, 1939, 
Babu Zafar Mohammad Khanji, M. A., LL. B., Distriot Magistrate 
and Sub Judge Aklera, was transferred from Aklera to Kotah as Sub- 
Judge, Pandit Bishen Sarupji, B. A , LL, B, } Munsif, Kotah, was pro- 
moted as Distriot Magistrate and Sub- Judge Aklera, and Kan war 
Gajendra Singhji, B. A., LL, B , (Cantab,) was appointed Munsif. 

102. By order of Mahakma Khas, dated the 9th January, 1939, 
grade promotions of Rs, 25/- p. m, were given to Babu Zafar Moham- 
mad Khanji and Kanwar Ajit Singhji B. A., LL. B., Distriot Magis- 
trate and Sub-Judge Baran. 

103. For the disposal of appeals of those oases which were decided 
by Babu Jagdish Sahaiji as Sub-Judge, Kotah Munshi Hira Lalji 
Adholia, B. A., LL# B., retired Senior Sub Judge, Kotah, was appointed 
Additional District Judge temporarily for two months by order of 
Mahakma Khas, dated the 18th January, 1939. 

104. Babu Jagdish Sahaiji, District and Sessions Judge, expired 
on the 18th May, 1939, after a brief illness of 3 days, and Kanwar 
Ajit Singhji, District Magistrate and Sub-Judge, Baran, was appointed 
Distriot and Sessions Judge in his place, 

105. A new office of the Legal Remembrancer, as contemplated 
by the charter of the High Court, was oreated and Babu Zafar Moham- 
mad Khanji, Sub Judge, was transferred to this uew office as Legal 
Remembrancer. The vacant posts of the Sub-Judge, Kotah, and of 
the District Magistrate and Sub-Judge, Baran, were filled up by the 
transfers of Kanwar Gajendra Singhji Munsif and Babu Triloki Nathji, 
M. A., LL. B., Deputy Superintendent of Police, Kotah. Pandit 
Dhurjati Prasadji, B. A., LL. B., District Magistrate, Kotah and 
Paudit Ram Gopalji, Registrar, High Court, were given grade promo- 
tions, and the Munsif’s post was abolished by order of Mahakma Khas, 
dated the nth June, 1939 

106. Kanwar Ajit Sihghji, District Magistrate and Sub-Judge, 
Baran, remained on privilege leave for one month and 26 days from 
30th March to 24th May, 1 939, and Babu Hem Rajji, Nazim, Baran, 
officiated for him. 

107. Pandit Dhurjati Prasadji District Magistrate, Kotah, remain- 
ed on privilege leave twice during the year for a total period of one 
month and 5 days. Kanwar Gajendra Singhji, Munsif, and Babu Indra 
Sen Verma, M. A., LL. B., Head Clerk, Mahakma Khas, officiated 
for him. 

108. Pandit Bishen Sarupji, District Magistrate and Sub-Judge, 
Aklera, remained thrioe on privilege leave for a total period of 22 days, 
and Nazim, Aklera, officiated for him. 
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109. Kanwar Gajendra Singhji, Sub-Judge, Kotah, remained on 
Bpeoial leave for 4 days, from 21st to 24th August, 1939. His work 
was carried on by the District Magistrate, Kotah. 

110. Pandit Triloki Nathji District Magistrate and Sub-Judge, 
Baran, remained on leave for 1.0 days and the Nazim, Baran, worked 
for him during his absence.

111. The total number of oases dealt with by the various subordi- 
nate courts was 6,932 as against 6,256 in the previous year. The

112. Of the 14,651 persons brought for trial as against 13,691 
in the last year, 6,640 were discharged, 3,830 acquitted, 1494 convicted, 
64 committed, 11 referred to and 843 transferred to other courts, 16 died, 
28 escaped, while 1,725 were awaiting trial at the end>of the year. 


113. The number of oases that came up for trial before the Sessions 
Court was 33 out of which 32 were disposed of during the year. The 
total number of appeals instituted during the year in various oourtB 
including the last year’s balance of 25 was 295 against 304 of the pre- 
vious year. Of these, 36 were rejeoted, sentences were confirmed in 138, 
decisions of lower courts were modified in 34, decisions were reversed in 
62, further enquiry was ordered in 3, and the remaining 22 were pending 
at the olose of the year. 


114. The number of applications presented for revision including 
51, the balance of the last year, was 254 as against 175 of the previous 
year. Of these, 131 applications were rejeoted, decisions of the lower 
courts were upheld in 57, reversed in 18, modified in 12, proceedings 
quashed in 3, and further enquiry ordered in 6. The number of oases 
pending at the olose of the year was 27.

119, 4,831 applications for execution of decrees valued at Rs.

Revenue Appeals & Revisions. 

122. 23 appeals and 28 applications for revision were filed in the 
High Court during the year under report. 36 appeals including the 
balance of 25 received from Mahakma Khas were disposed of, leaving a 
balance of 12 at the end of the year and 43 applications for revision 
including the balance of 22 received from Mahakma Khas were disposed 
of, leaving a balance of 7. 

123. The average duration in the disposal of appeals and revisions 
was 15 days in the former and 6 days in the latter. 

124. Registration: — 664 documents' as against 682 in the pre- 
vious year were presented for registration, of whioh 661 were registered 
and 3 were refused. The value of documents registered was 
Rs. 3,94,580/8/9. The registration fee realised was Rs. 6,396/- whioh 
showed a deorease of Rs. 136/3/- as compared with that in the last year. 

125. Extradition'. — 52 persons were extradited from the State to 
the bordering states and British India and 58 were received from states 
and 5 from British India. 
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126. Vital Statistics : — Appendix XXXIII shows an increase 
of 1,421 in the number of births and deorease of 7,560 in the number of 
deaths as compared with the last year, 

1 27. Village Panchayats : — 8 civil oases were referred to the Dis- 
trict Judge’s Court for revision, out of whioh 2 were confirmed, 1 modi- 
fied and 5 were remanded for further enquiry. 

10 criminal cases were sent to the Sessions Judge’s Court for 
revision by Nazims, of whioh 4 were confirmed and 6 were reversed. 

128. Legal Remembrancer : — The post of the Legal Remembran- 
cer remained vacant upto the end of May, 1939, and its duties were per- 
formed by the Registrar under the supervision of the Judge, High Court. 

129. On the 22nd May, 1939, Babu Zafar Muhammad Khan Ji, 
Sub-Judge, Kotah, was transferred to this offioe and he continued to 
hold oharge of it upto the end of the year. 

130. In addition to his own work the Legal Remembrancer was 
asked to do some case work. 51 civil and 2 oriminal cases were sent to 
the Legal Remembrancer who disposed of 39 while 14 were pending in 
his office at the end of the year. The other work done by the Legal 
Remembrancer was as under: —

131. The Legal Remembrancer worked under the oontrol, super- 
vision and guidance of the High Court, Judge. There is nothing 
worth mention in this seotion. 

132. The present Judge, High Court, who has submitted the 
report commends the work of Kan war Ajit Singh Ji, B, A., LL, B., 
the Distriot and Sessions Judge, Babu Zafar Muhammad Khan Ji, 
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M.A., LL. B., the Legal Remembrancer, and Pandit Ram Gopalji, 
M. A., LL. B., the Registrar, and remarks that the work of the District 
Magistrate’s Court, Kotah, is heavy ; yet it is to the credit of Pandit 
Dhurjati Prasad Ji, B. A., LL. B., that he is working with great dili- 
gence and perseverance. 

Prisons. 

133. Rai Bahadur Pandit Shri Ram Ji Bhargava, the Sessions 
Judge, was Officer-in-Charge of the Central Jail till the 20th December, 
1938, when he expired. Babu Jagdiah Sahai Ji.Mathur, B. A., LL. B , 
succeeded him but he also expired on the 18th May, 1939. Since then 
Kanwar Ajit Singh Ji, B. A., LL. B., District and Sessions Judge, 
has held this charge. 

134. At the beginning of the year there were 282 prisoners. 770 
prisoners were admitted during the year. Out of the total number of 
1052, 748 prisoners were discharged, and three convicts and one lunatio 
died in Jail, leaving 300 prisoners at the end of the year. The daily 
average of prisoners was 297.81 as compared with 316.41 in the last year. 

135. Discipline among the prisoners continued to be satisfactory 
and there was no escape. No epidemic prevailed in the Jail during the 
year. Electric light was installed in the Show Room and Clerks’ 
quarters this year. 

136. The reputation of the Jail industry was maintained as usual. 

Lt. Col. A. J. Muirhead, M. C,, M. P., Under Secretary of State 
for India and Hon. Mr. E. H. Keeling, M. P. visited the Jail on the 
22nd October, 1938. 

His Highness the Maharaja Sahib Bahadur of Bharatpur visited 
the Jail on the 2nd November, 1938, and was pleased to give the follow- 
ing remark in the Visitor’s Book: — “ I was shown round the Jail this' 
morning and was most impressed by the way- the prisoners looked so 
happy and well cared for-the carpets and other things were beautifully 
made. v 

J. H. Thompson, Esq., I. C. S., Political A gent, Eastern Rajpu- 
tana States, visited the Jail on the 2nd February, 1939, and expressed 
bis appreciation as follows : — 

“ Through the kiadness of His Highness the Maharao Sahib I 
visited the jail this morning. The lay-out, cleanliness and discipline 
were all impressive, the last being obviously more natural than martinet. 
I was impressed also with the good work turned out in the factory and 
by the excellent record room. Only 2% of the prisoners are said to 
return whioh is indicative of the reformatory charactor of the jail. 
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Altogether the State and the Superintendent, Pandit Jai Shankar 
Sharma, are to be congratulated. ” 

137. The profit from the jail industries amounted to Rb. 6,000/- 
whieh is equal to that of last year, inspite of the general trade depression 
and the lower average of the prisoners, 

138. The vegetables grown in the garden attaohed to the jail 
yielded a sum of Rs. 1,528/7/- as compared with Rs. 1,530/5/- during 
the previous year. After supplying the needs of the prisoners vege- 
tables were sold in the market. Small plants for gardening were also 
sold. 


139. Two olasses of 33 prisoners were opened this year to give 
them primary education in Hindi, The teaohing iB done by Pandit 
Jai Shankarji, Superintendent Jail and Babu Harnam Das, Correspon- 
dence Clerk. 

140. 22 prisoners were released on the auspioious ocoaBion of His 
Highness’s birthday and 20 on that of Shri Makaraj Kumar Sahib. 

141. The jail staff is reported to be working satisfactorily. 

Kotah Municipality. 

142. Babu Zahid Husain Ji, B. A., LL. B., held oharge of the 
office of the Chairman throughout the year exoept for a brief period of 
9 days during which Lala Hari Narain, B. A., and Babu Shambhu 
Dayal, M. A. officiated for him. 

143. 2 speoial, 7 ordinary meetings were held during the year 
while 16 meetings had to be adjourned. All the meetings except one 
were presided over by the Chairman and the one meeting was presided 
over by Babu Shambhu Dayal, M. A.

145. The income and expenditure during the year under report 
were Rs. 72,917/- and Rs. 64,689/- respectively as against Rs. 78,291/- and 
Rs 59,146/- in the previous year. A non-reourring speoial grant of 
Rs. 36,058 /- from the Municipal Reserve Fund was made during the year. 
The dosing balanoe at the end of the year was Rs 1,03,704/-. 


Legislation. 

146. Rules framed and amended during the year 

1, Duties and powers of Chairman, Secretary and Office Superin- 
tendent were framed and sanctioned, 

2 Rules regulating the sale of buffaloes, bullocks etc., were framed 
and sanctioned. 

3. Bye-laws relating to hand-oarts were framed and sanctioned. 

4. Rules relating to the procedure of the meetings of the Board 

were amended. 

5. The Kotah Municipal Aot is under preparation. 

Taxes. 

147. This year, too, like the previous year, 25% remission was 
made in the Octroi and Dharmada taxes levied on the goods imported 
in the Dashera Fair while 50% remission was granted in the rent 
oharged on plots for stalls therein. A monthly stand fee of Rs. 1/- and 
annas -/8/- was imposed on lorrieB and taxies respectively. Exemption of 
octroi duties on coal imported into Power House was sanctioned. 

Sanitation. 

148. The following improvements were made during the year 
under report in the sanitation of the oity : — 

1. Neoessary repairs were made in the publio latrines and publio 
urinals were washed with tar. 


2. Fenoing and a protective wall were ereoted in and around Sbri- 
pura latrines. 
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3. 49 private latrines were constructed by the public, 98 repaired 

and 75 repaired by the Municipality at the owners’ cost. 

4. 118 house drains were repaired by the public and 33 by the 

Municipality at the owners’ expense. 

5. 172 sites were oleared by the publio and 43 by the Municipality 

at the cost of the owners. 

6. 8 rubbish carts and 3 night-soil carts were got locally made. 

7 . 2 publio urinals were ereoted at Moohi Katla. 

8. Ram Kund and Purviyon ki Bavri were disinfeoted. 

9. Portions of 7 old and tottering houseB, declared to be dangerous 

to public safety, were demolished. 

10. 6 kharanjas, 2 patans and 2 patan kharanjas were constructed 

by the Municipality. 

11. 2 new publio drains were constructed by the Municipality. 

12. Drains of Sarai Kayasthan, Bhatapara and Bajajkhana were 

repaired. 

13. 8 drains were repaired by Publio Works Department. 

Building Works. 

149. In addition to the pavements, causeways and drains in 
different streets mentioned under the head ‘Sanitation’ neoessary repairs 
were made in the Municipal buildings, the Tibaries at Amarnivas were 
white-washed, a small oolvert was ereoted at Gumanpura, a series of 
steps were built in Qazipara, two dams were raised at Nayapura, a cart 
enclosure was built at Gumanpura, a raised platform and a spiral struc- 
ture were built at Bheron Bavri and lastly a small patoh of Chhota 
Talab was filled up with soil to provide space for Talwalas. 

Lighting. 

150. The Municipality has been regularly extending facilities year 
after year for the lighting of dark lanes and by-lanes. During the year 
under review, 69 new lanterns were provided in different streets. 

Libraries. 

151. The Publio and the Jain Libraries got grants of Rs. 400/- and 
Rs. 75/- per annum as usual. 

Night School. 

152. The Municipal Night Sohool is doing much useful work for 
the spread of education among adults. A monthly grant of Rs. 10/- 
has been sanctioned for a Harijan School. 
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Doles. 

153. Monthly doles were granted to 12 infirm, old and helpless 
men and women. 


Orphanage. 

154. The management and supervision of the Orphanage was 
carried on by the Municipal Board as usual. At the end of the year 
under report there were 24 souls : 3 men, 14 boys, 5 girls and 2 women. 
Bovs and girls are trained in spare time in making carpets, niwar eto. 

Bhimganj Municipality. 

155. The formation of a separate Municipal Board was sanctioned 
for Bhimganj on the 13th August, 1938. The Board consisted of 7 
members of whom Rai Bahadur Pandit Shri Ramji was the Chairman. 
The latter having expired on the 20th Deoember, 1938, Munshi Khazan 
Singhji was appointed the successor and two more members were added. 
Khazan Singhji also died on the 8th October, 1939, and since then 
Babu Ram Dasji has been the Chairman. 

156. The total income of the Board during the year under report 
from all sources including the grant from the Municipal Board, Kotah, 
amounted to Rs. 13,308/1/9 and the expenditure was Rs. 2753/10/-. 

157. Out of 375 cases 250 were disposed of leaving a balance of 

125. 


Baran Municipality. 

158. Kanwar Ajit Singhji, B. A., LL. B., remained in oharge of 
the Municipal administration till the 25th March, 1939. Babu Hem 
Raj from 26th March, 1939, to 19th June, 1939, officiated for him and 
now since 20th June, 1939, till the end of the year under report Pandit 
Triloki Nathji M. A,, LL. B,, worked as Chairman, 

159. There were 15 meetings of the Board and official business 
was transacted by all of them as none had to be adjourned for want of 
quorum. 

160. Out of 729 cases including 253 of the last year 330 were 
disposed of leaving a balance of 399. 

161. The total receipts from all sources were Rs, 22,124/10/9 and 
the actual expenditure' amouuted to Rs. 15,820/11 /-. 

162. The sanitary and street lighting arrangements were satis- 
factory.

163. A publio library was opened in the Town Half on the 23rd 
Maroh, 1939, with a grant of Rs. 1500/- kindly sanotioned by the 
Darbar. Out of this grant a sum of Rs. 452/6/3 was spent on purcha- 
sing books and subscriptions for dailies, weeklies and monthlies for the 
reading room. 


Aklera Municipality. 

164. The administration of this Municipality is conducted under 
the supervision of the District Magistrate who is assisted by a Board 
of nominated members. 

165. The total receipts from all souroes during the year under 
report including last year’s balanoe of Rs. 267/6/9 were Rs. 1,829/8/6. 
A grant of Rs. 450/- was sanotioned to meet the increasing expenditure 
which amounted to Rs. 2279/6/-. The balance at the end of the year 
under report was annas 2 and pies 6. 
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CHAPTER IV. 

Production and Distribution. 

Weather and Crop. 

166. The rains commenced on the 1st June, 1938, rather too early 
from the cultivator’s point of view in this part of the country. In the 
beginning the rainfall was scattered but from the 4th July, 1938, it was 
general for about 12 days, throughout the whole State. It was excessive 
at the end of July and affeoted the standing orops specially maize in the 
lowlying fields. In the mouth of August the rainfall was soanty and 
scattered and latter on it totally disappeared. 

167. The maximum and minimum rainfall was 49 inches 47 cents 
at Manoharthana and 24 inohes and 2 oents at Itawa respectively. 

168. The Kharif crop was adversely affected by early, untimely, 
scanty and unevenly distributed rains and Rabi crop was damaged by 
hailstorms in the Sangod, Antah, Mangrol and Kanwas Nizamats. 

169. There were in ail 4,461 deaths among cattle as oompared with 
1,905 during the previous year. Rinderpest alone claimed 2,516 deaths 
and 1,296 cattle died due to foot and mouth disease. 

Public Works Department. 

170. The charge of the department was held throughout the year 
by Mr. G. M. Parekh, B. E , M, R. Sn. I., M. Inst. H, E,

195. The important events of the year were the establishment ol 
the High Court and the separation of the Forest Department and the 
Customs Department. The army department is still in the process of 
reorganisation. 


196. It is for the first time that a deficit budget had to be produced. 
Rs. 43,33,410/- are budgetted for as anticipated income against the 
estimated expenditure of Rs. 48,22,242 /- i.e. a deficit of Rs. 5,88,832/-. 
Due to insufficient rains in the Northern Nizamats of the State and 
consequent failure of standing crops, the famine works had to be started. 
Besides the remissions announced on the completion of 50 years’ reign 
of His Highness had the effect of diminishing the land revenue demand 
by approximately Rs. 3,00,00 0/-. The item of tribute receipts were 
more than counter balanoed and the income showed a surplus of 
Rs. 1,13,423/- i.e. Rs. 51,08,533/- were realised against the estimate of 
Rs. 49,95,110/-. 
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197. Against the land revenue demand of Rs. 33,26,432/- 
Es. 29,14,680/- only were realised. For damage to the crops by frost, 
for short production and uncultivated land and as concession in irriga- 
tion rates the remissions amounted to Rs. 3,91,34 7/- 

198. The year on the whole proved financially successful and the 
aocounts were closed with a balance of Es. 18,78,500/- which shows a 
surplus of Rs. 3,10,500/- over the last years balanoe. This is due to 
the surplus Bank balance of Rs. 2,46,434 /- remained at the treasury at 
the dose of the year. 


Customs and Excise. 

199. Babu Kaushal Kishoreji Bhargava B. A., held the post of 
Superintendent of Customs and Excise throughout the year except for 
a period of four days when he was on leave, and his first Assistant 
Thakur Churaman Singh officiated for him, 

200. The total receipts ( inclusive of Mapa ) during the year 
amounted to Rs. 7,57,019/1/9 as against Rs. 7,29,253/8/- in the preceding 
year. A deorease of Rs. 3,000/7/9 under the head ‘Mapa’ is due to 
lower bids of Alapa contracts. Otherwise the customs receipts show an 
increase of Es. 30,766/1/6 over the figures of the previous year.

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204. The inoome from the cattle fairs in the State during the year 
underreport was Rs. 4,991/9/6 as against Rs. 3,524/6/3, showing an 
increase of Rs. 1,467/3/3. The reason for this increase is that the 
Sangod fair last year was prohibited due to oholera epidemic. In all 
18,583 heads of cattle changed hands for Rs. 2,43,782/9/- yielding 
revenue (mapa ) of Rs, 3,826/12/3. Besides a sum of Rs. 1,164/13/- 
was realised as import duty on other artioles in these fairs. 

205. 3,675 heads of cattle of the value of Rs. 45,516/6/- were sold 
free of ma pa duty resulting in a remission of Rs. 711/3/-. Arrangement 
for holding a cattle fair with the Dashera fair at Kotah were also made. 
As it was the first of its kind at Kotah only 469 heads of cattle of the 
value of Rs. 10,829/3/- were sold for which remission amounting to 
Rs. 169/3/3 was granted. 

206. Five Ginning factories and one Cotton Press worked during 
the year. The amount of royalty realised from these factories was 
Rs. 624/7/- as compared with Rs, 398/1/6 during the previous year, 
and the quantity of cotton ginned was 9,990 maunds and 38 seers. The 
increase in the amount of cotton ginned and royalty received is due to 
inorease in the produce of cotton. 2,860 bales were pressed at the 
Ramganj Mandi Cotton Press and a sum of Rs. 2,315/5/- was realised 
as royalty therefrom. Out of 2,860 bales, 1,153 bales were received for 
pressing @ -/4/- per bale from outside the State. 

207. There are three mandis in the State namely Baran, Bhimganj 
and Ramganj. Of these the mandi at Baran does not enjoy any conces- 
sion. Of the remaining two — the Bhimganj at the Kotah Junction is 
exempted from the levy of the usual import duty within its limits on all 
artioles except Biri, Cigarette, Tobacco and Matches. The Ramganj 
mandi is exempt from payment of import and export duties except on 
Matches, Tobacco, Biri, Cigarettes. It is also allowed certain conces- 
sions with regard to export duty in oase of goods exported from certain 
Nizamats of this State. 

208. The income of the two customs out-posts at Ramganj mandi 
amounted to Rs. 1,51,285/1/3. A sum of Rs, 43,499/12/3 was remitted. 
The corresponding figures for the previous year are Rb. 1,83,575/13/6 
and Rs. 3,669/5/6 respectively. 

209. A sum of Rs. 1,496/4/- was remitted as local concession to 
the residents of Shahabad and a sum of Rs, 4,379/7/3 to the merchants 
at Kotah on account of goods imported during the Dashera fair at 
Kotah. A refund of Rs. 985/3/9 and Rs. 878/8/- regarding customs 
and opium duty respectively was allowed in oash. 

210. ' Exemptions granted on goods imported by certain State 
departments and privileged individuals amounted to Rs, 6,827/4/- as 
compared with Rs. 7,025/6/3 during the previous year. 
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211. A sum of Rs. 21,639/2/3 was received as Mapa oess which 
shows a decrease of Rs. 3,000/7/9 as compared with the similar figures 
of the last year, and an increase of Rs. 1,831/2/3 as compared with the 
average income of the last five years. 

Excise. 

212. The Excise receipts during the year under report amounted 
to Rs. 2,54,646/1/3, showing an increase of Rs. 39,844/4/- over the 
receipt of the last year which is due to profits in the sale of opium and 
bempdrugs, and refund of duty on Charas. 

213. 183 cases of breach of excise laws were instituted during 
the year. 73 cases were pending at the commencement of the year. 
Out of these 256 oases, 174 cases were disposed of leaving a balance of 
82 oases pending at the close of the year. A sum of Rs. 1,230/5/- was 
realised from fines, and sale of forfeited articles partaining to the cases 
decided during the year under report. Out of this, a sum of Rs. 228/- 
was distributed to informers. 5 seers 9 ohhataks 3 tolas 11 mashas 
and 6 rattis of opium was forfeited and deposited in Raj Opium Oodown.

224. The total aotual quantity of opium available for sale at the 
beginning of the year was 13 maunds 33 seers 11 ohhataks and 3^ tolas.

21 seers and 14 ohhataks was sold out, 2 seers and 4f ohhataks 
was returned to the opium godown as powder and 1 maunds 21 seers 
and 13^ ohhataks as Nukra, and 4 seers and 4^ tolas of opium having 
deteriorated in weight, a balance of 19 maunds 25 seers and 15J ohhataks 
was left in stock at the end of the year. 

225. The area under opium cultivation was 7,982 bighas and 13 
bis was. 
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226. 6,952 licenses for the cultivation of opium were issued in the 
Khalsa and 596 in the Jagir area. 

227. The average yield of opiutn juice per bigha during the year 
in the Khalsa as well as the Jagir area was 6 seers and 5 chhataks, 

228. The quantity of opium including Kath belonging to the 11 
wholesale dealers in stock in the Raj Godown at the beginning of the 
year was 1,665 maunds 22 seers and 13J chhataks while that at the olose 
of the year it was 324 mds. 16 seers and 6 chhataks belonging to only 
4 wholesale dealers. 

229. At the commencement of the year under report 28,307 bags

230. At the close of the year the stook belonging to the State in 
the Raj Godown consisted of 27,530 bags. The decrease in the -sale of 
opium is due to the fact that during the previous years the order for 
the supply of manufactured opium used to be shared half and half by the 
State and wholesale dealers. To ensure that the stook of opium belong- 
ing to the wholesale dealers is exhausted early above-noted restriction 
was withdrawn. 

231. As during the last year, this year too raw produce in the 
form of opium juice weighing 1,223 maunds 30 seers and 13 ohhataks 
was purchased at the prescribed rates according to assessment by the 
members of the Purchase Committee and brought to Kotah under Police 
escort and stored in the Raj godown. The work of manufacture waB 
carried on in both the godowns which are guarded by the police. 

232. The net quantity of opium that was deposited in the manu- 
facturing godown after making an allowance of 16 maunds 23 seers and 
4^ tolas for leakage in transit, was 1,207 maunds 7 seers and 12 % obhs. 
The total quantity manufactured during the year was 1,215 maunds 
28 seers 12 ohhataks 1 tola, 6 mashas and 2 rattis, which inoludes 8 seers 
6 % chhataks 2 tolas and 2 mashas of opium pertaining to oases, the 
balanoe having been purchased and received otherwise. 

Hemp Drugs. 

233. The total receipts under this head during the year amounted 
to R8. 20,892/0/6 as compared with Rs. 7,583/1/- during the previous 
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year. The abnormal increase in the reoeipts is due to the credit of two 
years profits and refund of duty on Gharas by the Punjab Government 
for the last two years.

234. The number of retail shops of hemp drugs iu the State 
during the year under report was 56 and the lioense fee realised amoun- 
ted to Rs. 6,973/4/- as against Rs. 6,654/8/- during the preoeding year. 

235. The stook of Ganja at the commencement of the year was 
34 maund8 33 seers and 7h ohhataks, 38 maunds 6 seers 10 ohhataks of 
Ganja was purchased during the year. An increase of 2 maunds 38 
seers and 10 ohhataks was noted at the time of reweighment. Out of 
this total quantity of 75 maunds 38 seers and ll£ ohhataks, 3 7 maunds 
25^ seers was sold out and 8 maunds 36 seers and 11 ohhataks was 
struck of as deteriorated or due to difference in weighment leaving a 
balance of 29 maunds 19 seers and 8i ohhataks at the end of the year. 

236. The total quantity of Bhang in stook at the beginning of the 
year was 22 maunds 4 seers and ll£ ohhataka, 28 maunds 36 seers and 
2 ohhataks of Bhang was purchased during the year under report. 

237. An increment in weight of 1 maund 21 seers and 1 chhatak 
was notioed at the time of reweighment. Out of the total quantity of 
52 maunds 21 seers and 144 ohhataks of Bhang 34 maunds 11 seers 
and 2 ohhataka was sold out leaving a balance of 15 maunds 19 seers 
and 9 ohhataks after making an allowance of 2 maunds 36 seers and 3£ 
ohhataks for shrinkage and difference of weighmenfcs. 

238. The stock of Oharas at the beginning of the year under 
report was 11 seers 1 tola 9 mashas and 2 rattis. 1 maund 19 seers 13 
ohhataka and 6 mashas of it was imported during the year under report 
bringing the total to 1 maund 30 seers 13 ohhataks 2 tolas 3 mashas 
and 2 rattis. Out of this total quantity l maund 5 seers and 2 tolas 
was sold out leaving a balanoe of 25 seers 8 ohhataks 3 tolas and 6 
mashas after making an allowance for shrinkage and difference in 
weighments. 
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239. The passport fees on the export of Oharas was raised by the 
Punjab Government from the 1st July 1 939 and consequently Oharas 
was issued to retail dealers from the State Godown @ Rs. 120/- per 
Beer. 

Match Excise Duty. 

240. The Kotah Match Faotory was started on a monopoly of 20 
years from the 1st December, 1936 by Messrs Kailash Chandra Bal- 
Chandra. In all the faotory worked for 137 days during the year under 
report and 35,486 gross of match boxes of various brands were manu- 
factured. 

241. 13,046 grosB of match boxes were in stook at the beginning 
of the year. 36,363 gross of match boxes were manufactured during 
the year, bringing the total to 49,409 grosses. In all 34,750 gross of 
matoh boxes were issued from the faotory leaving a balanoe of 14,659 
gross of matoh boxes in stock at the end of the year,

Forest. 

243. Babu Kaushal Kishorji Bhargava B. A. remained in charge 
of this department from the beginning of the year upto the 31st May, 
1939 as Superintendent of Customs, Excise and Forest. From the 1st 
June, 1939, Rai Bahadur Sita Ramji Puri was, by order of Mahakma 
Khas dated the 27th May, 1939, appointed as conservator of Forests 
and held oharge of the department till the end of the year under report, 

244. The total income from the State Forests amounted to 
Rs. 1,60,294/15/6 showing a rise of Rs. 6,620/4/6 over the similar 
figures of the last year. The inorease generally pertains to all sub- 
heads of inoome but it is particularly noticeable under the Sub-head 
“ Grazing fees ” and “ sale of grass ” which was due to inorease in the 
export of grass and the number of cattle which migrated to this State 
from the famine stricken areaB of other States and British territories. 

245. Out of Rs. 57,215/3/3 for which contracts for certain forest 
products were given a sum of Rs: 2,783/13/3 as compared with 
Rs.' 3,071/6/- of the last year oould not be realised. 
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246. The previous arrears at the commencement of the year under 
report were Rs. 9,608/10/3, out of which Rs. 2,744/4/3 only oould be 
collected leaving an out-standing balance of Rs. 6,864/6/3 at the end of 
the year. 

247. One hundred and fourty four fire lines, 226|- feet in length and 
25 to 57 feet wide were cut at a total cost of Rs. 866/7/- as oompared 
with Rs. 910/14 /- during the last year. 

248. Fire broke out at 96 places devastating grass and wood with- 
in an area of 532 miles and resulting in a loss of Rs. 2,455/- to the forest 
revenue, as compared with Rs: 937/- during the last year. 

249. A remission of Rs. 896/8/3 on account of tbatohing wood 
and Rs, 201/4/- on account of grazing dues as oompared with 
Rs. 991/15/6 and Rs, 60/4/- of the last year respectively was granted to 
deserving cultivators during the year under report. 

250. The income from the manufacture of oateohu was Rs. 
16,496/1/6 as oompared with Rs. 20,528/9/3 of the last year showing a 
deorease of Rs. 4,032/7/6. The fall in inoome was due to the fall in 
the number of oateohu manufacturers in the State. 

251. Experimental- sowings of Babul were made at Ghagtana 
Budadit and Jarga but the result could not be satisfactory due to late 
operations and untimely rainfall. Coppice cuttings of old trees of 
Khair and Teak were undertaken in Shahabad and Kishanganj ranges 
by the Conservator of forests when he worked as Special Forest Offioer 
during the previous year; 

252. As a result of this it was found that 80 to 90% of the 
stumps of old trees gave out sprouts and coppices. These figures are 
reported to be sufficiently satisfactory for the future development of the 
State Forests. 

Quarries. 

253. The inoome from State quarries whioh are all leased out on 
oontraot was Rs. 1,91,309/7/9 as oompared with Rs. 1,89,690/11/6 of 
the last year. The excess of Rs. 1,618/12/3 under inoome is due to 
recoveries of past arrears. 

254. After a deduction of Rs. 8,221/14/6 on aooount of the expen- 
ses of the department the net income amounted to Rs. 1,83,087/9/3.

269. Epidemic : — Besides a few sporadic cases of small-pox in 
Kotah City and the mofussil there were oholera oases in villages 
Borkhera and Kanswa some three miles from Kotah City. It was 
imported from Bundi State. On reoeipt of information of its outbreak 
in Bundi State all wells of the villages bordering the State were prompt- 
ly permanganated and all precautions taken. 

The first case was reported from Borkhera on the 28th August, 
1939, and the last on the 13th September, 1939. Similarly the first 
case from Kanswa was reported on the 27th August, 1939, and the last on 
the 9th September, 1939. There were 76 seizures and 23 deaths at Bor- 
khera and 7 seizures and 4 deaths at Kanswa. Relieving Sub-Assistant 
Surgeon Chhoteylal who was deputed with Vaccinator Amanatullah to 
oombat the disease did splendid work. He worked very hard without 
any remuneration and through his untiring efforts and labours the 
disease was soon brought under control and stamped out. His good 
services are therefore worth mention. 

270. Sanitation: — It is continued to be carried on the same lines 
as in previous years in Kotah proper and the Mofussil. 

The following are the important improvements made by the Kotah 
Municipality during the year : — 

30 private latrines were constructed by the public and 98 repaired. 

Portions of 9 houses in a dangerous condition were repaired by the 
publio and 7 by the municipality. 

8 rubbish oarts and 3 night-soil carts were prepared during the 
year. 

11 kharanjas or patans were constructed and a large number of 
drains were repaired. ^ 

271. Vaccinations : — The Staff remained the same as in previous 


year. 



Operations were commenced on the 1st Ootober, 1938, and termina- 
ted on the 31st Marob, 1939. 

The Chief Medical Officer and the Assistant Superintendent Vacci- 
nation during the course of there respective tours inspected 1,506 and 
10,299 ohildren from 162 and 767 villages respectively. 

The average number of ohildren vaooinated successfully by the 
vaooinators was 3,690.16 and the cost of vaooination per head was 
61.71 pies. 

The percentage of suooessful and unsuccessful oases seen to the 
total number of vaooinatious performed was 9.39 by the Chief Medioal 
Officer and 64.25 by the Assistant Superintendent Vaooination and the 
percentage of suocess amongst oases seen was oent per cent by the Chief 
Medioal Officer and 98.87 by the Assistant Superintendent Vaooination. 

The lymph, as usual, was indented for from the Punjab Vaooine 
Institute, Lahore, and its quality was good. 

272. Jail : — The health of the prisoners remained good through- 
out the year. 337 patients were admitted in the Jail Hospital. The 
daily average strength of the prisoners was 287.73 with daily average 
of 41.24 siok. There were 3 deaths. 

273. Insanes: — 33 insanes were admitted to the Lunatic Asylum 
attached to the Central Jail, Kotah. Of 33 new and 2 old oases 15 
were oured, 10 discharged, 1 died and 9 remained at the close of the year. 

274. Anti-rdbie : — Sub Assistant Surgeon Abdul Waheed carried 
on the antirabio work during the year. 245 patients were treated against 
281 in the last year. 

275. Dai Glass : — Seven Dai candidates appeared in the exami- 
nation held on the 31st January, 1939, of whioh 4 passed.

Pass percen- 
tage were 63.1 and 93.75 respectively. 
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286. The Annual prize distribution in the Herbert College was 
held on the 22nd November, 1938, and the prizes were distributed by 
His Highness the Maharao Sahib Bahadur who accompanied by Shri 
Maharaj Kumar Sahib and principal Sardara and offioers of the State 
graced the occasion. 

287. Hindi Schools : — The total number of Hindi Schools at the 
end of the year was the same as at its beginning. The number of 
students in these schools was 9,556 as against 9,397 in the preceding 
year, and average daily attendance was 7,826 as against 7,951 in the 
preceding year. 

288. Of the total number of the students, 36.22% read in the 
preparatory section, 36.72% in the Lower -Primary seotion, 17.30% in 
the Upper Primary seotion and 9.76% in the Middle seotion. 

289. Of the total number of students, in the Vernaoular Sohools 
30.66 were cultivators and the rest non-oultivators, 

290. 255 boys were sent up for the Vernacular Final Examination 
as against 227 in the preceding year of whom 244 appeared. Of these 
234 passed, 65 getting distinction in Mathematics and 4 in second 
language. Thus the result was 95.90% 

291. This year also the Kotah State topped the list not only in 
Rajputana but also in the U. P. and Central India in this examination. 

292. The Training College Kotah : — There were 8 students in the 
training class, 4 deputed by the State and 4 outsiders, of these 6 passed. 

293. Aided Schools There were 9 aided Sohools during the 
year under report as against 10 in the preceding year. The number of 
students on roll in these sohools was 216 as against 306 in the preceding 
year. 

The Vithalnath Pathshala whioh is the most important of these 
schools had 67 students on roll of whioh 3 were in the Shastri class and 
2 were in the Kavya Tirth class. 

294. Female Education : — The number of State Girls sohools at 
the end of the year under report was 10, the same as in the preceding 
year. Of these Shri Maharaniji Sahiba’s Girls School has now become 
a full Anglo-Vernacular Middle Sohool, and will soon be raised to the 
High Sohool standard. 

The number of girls on roll in Shri Maharaniji Sahiba’s Girls Sohool 
was 350 as against 293 in the preceding year, while the number of girls 
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reading in Hindi aohools was 644 as against 610 in the preceding year. 
Besides these 559 girls as against 505 in the preceding year read in boys 
sohools. Thus the total number of girls enrolled in the State Sohools 
was 1,553 as against 1,408 in the preceding year. 

This year ] 8 girls appeared from Shri Maharaniji Sahiba’s Girls 
Sohools in the Anglo-Vernacular Middle Examination of the TJ. P. Of 
these 3 passed in the first division with distinction in Mathematics and 
15 in the second of whom 11 got distinction in Mathematics. Thus the 
result was cent per cent as against 76.47% in the preceding year. 6 
girls appeared from the State Girls school Baran in this examination 
and all passed, 5 in the first division and 1 in the aeoond, two getting 
distinction in Mathematics. 

295. Unaided Girls Schools : — There was only 1 unaided girlB 
school in which there were 76 students. From this school 11 girls 
appeared for the Lower Middle Examination of the U. P., of whom 4 
passed, 3 in the first and 1 in the seoond division. 

296. Aided Girls Schools : — During the year underreport the 
Jain Girls School, Kotah was the only aided girls school. The number 
of girls on roll in this school was 44 as against 56 in the preceding year. 

297. Boarding Houses : — The number of Boarding Houses at 
the dose of the year was 19 as against 20 in the preceding year. The 
number of boarders was 479 during the year under report as against 
502 in the preceding year. 

298. Scholarships : — During the year under report 294 students 
reoeived scholarships out of the budget provision of Rs. 19,456/-. 

299. Libraries : — During the year under report 1,083 books of 
the value of Rs. 12,089/4/3 were purchased for the various schools’ 
libraries which contained 16,789 books at the close of the year. Of 
these 6,987 books were issued to students and 3,480 to teachers. 

300. Physical Training : — A sum of Rs. 1,310/2/9 was spent on 
physical training in the various institutions. 

301. First Aid to the Injured : — Regular weekly classes in the 
First Aid to the injured were conducted in the various institutions of 
the department. The oourse taught was that prescribed by the St. 
John’s Ambulance Association of India. 364 students sat for its various 
examinations and 224 passed. 

302. Scouting : — A training oamp was held on the Chhatarpura 
ground from the 20th. November, to 1st. December, 1938. It was atten- 
ded by 24 teachers. The training was given by the organising Soout 
Master and the Investiture ceremony was performed by Major 
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K. B. Daivi of the 1st. Umed Infantry, Kotah. The number of Soout 
Rovers and Wolf-Cubs was 587 and 317 respectively as against 701 and 
243 in the preceding year. The scouts did very good service at the 
Dashera fair. 

303. Special Classes : — The number of boys in the Junior and 
Senior Special Classes was 99 as againBt 63 in the preceding year. Of 
these 83 came out successful in the annual examinations. 

304. Mayo College : — The number of Kotah boys in the Mayo 
College, Ajmer was 11 at the close of the preceding year. During the 
year under report there were 2 withdrawals and 4 admissions. Thus the 
number of boarders at the end of the year was 13. Their progress 
during the year was as below : — 

1. Kan war Laxman Singhji of Kunadi passed the Intermediate 
Examination in the 3rd. division. 

2. Thakur Girvar Singhji of Karwar passed the first year Exami- 
nation. 


3. Kanwar Hamir Singhji of Kunadi passed his Diploma Exami- 
nation in the seoond division with distinction in Soienoe and Adminis- 
tration. 


4. Maharaj Keshawa Singhji of Bamulia failed in Mathematics 
and aggregate ; but was promoted to the 4th class, subject to re-exami- 
nation. 

5. Kanwar Shiveraj Singhji of Kunadi stood first among 15 boys 
ofhisolass and was promoted from the 5th to the Remove class. He 
got olass prize and special prize for history, 

6. Kanwar Rishiraj Singhji of Kunadi passed and was promoted 
from the 5th to the Remove olass. He got prize in Geography. 

7. Kanwar Lakhpat Singhji of Kunadi was promoted from the 
5th olass to Remove olass, 

8. Pandit Vishwanath Raoji of 'Sarola stood first in his olass 
and was promoted to olass V. He was awarded a special prize for 
Hindi. 


9. Kanwar Jayandra Singhji of Sarthal was promoted to olass Y. 

10. Kanwar Manak Raoji of Sarola stood first in his class of 17 
boys and was promoted to olass VI and was awarded a special prize in 
Arithmetic. 


11. Kanwar Nahar Singhji of Kunadi was promoted to olass VIII 
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12. Kanwar Chanohal Singhji of Kunadi passed in all subjeots. 

305. Visits;— His Highness the Maharao Sahib Bahadur during 
his annual tour in the distriot visited two Bohools where sweets were 
distributed and a holiday granted in honour of the visit. His Exoellenoy 
the Viceroy visited the Herbert College, Kotah on the 26th July, 1938, 
and gave the following remarks in the visitors’ book : — 

“ His Highness the Maharao Sahib very kindly took me to see the 
Herbert College this evening. I was most interested in all I saw and I 
would like to congratulate His Highhess on a very well-equipped and 
well-run oollege. ( The Direotor informed me that in the last 5 years 
the college has twice secured first place and twioe second place in the 
Intermediate Examination held in Rajputana and Central India Cirole. 
A very fine effort and I congratulate the college on it. I wish all 
connected with the oollege a long continuation of their record of success”. 
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CHAPTER VIII. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

The Kotriyat Department. 

306. In the beginning of Samvat 1995 the Kotriyat and the 
Punya departments were in the charge of two separate offioers — Munshi 
Abdul Wahab and Raj Purohit Krishna Dattaji respectively. But 
Munshi Abdul Wahab was granted privilege leave for three months prior 
to retirement due to his failing health, and subsequently died. The 
Kotriyat department was then placed in oharge of Raj Purohit Krishna 
Dattaji, Babu Lai Beharilal continued to be the Assistant Hakim 
Kotriyat. 

307. Indergarh : — The Kotri is administered by Maharaj Sumer 
Singhji with the assistance of a Kamdar, It is not reported to be 
well administered and owes a debt of Rs. 2,36,661/7/9 to the State. 

308. Khatoli s — The Kotri is managed by Maharaj Balbir Singhji 
with the help of a Kamdar. A loan of Rs. 5,000/- was granted to it 
by the State during the year under report but the estate seems to be 
well looked after. 

309. Antarda : — This Kotri is managed by Maharaj Sangram 
Singhji and owes a debt of Rs. 35,83 7/7/- to the State. The Hakim 
Kotriyat reports that his Kamdar is not an experienced person. 

310. Balkan : — This Kotri is managed by the Court of Wards 
as its Chief, ^Pratap Singhji, lacks in administrative ability. It owes a 
debt of Rs. 88,741/- to the State. 

311. Pusod : — The Kotri is managed by Thakur Jagatjit Singhji 
and owes a debt of Rs. 77,015/8/- to the State, and the annual instal- 
ment for repayment of debt for the year under report has not been paid. 

312. Gainta : — The administration of this Thikana is carried on 
by Maharaj Tejraj Singhji. It owes a debt of Rs. 81,104/6/9 to the 
State and the annual instalment for the year under report for payment 
of the debt has not been paid. 

313. Pipalda : — The Thikana is managed by Thakur Gulab 
Singhji who is given to drink and owes a debt of about Rs 37,000/-. 
The affairs of the estate are not reported to be satisfactory. 

314. Karwar : — The minor Sardar of the Thikana, Thakur 
Girwar Singhji is receiving education at the Mayo College, Ajmer and 
is doing well. The Kotri is managed by the Court of Wards and owes 
a debt of Rs 85,000 /- to the State. 
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Punya Department. 

315. The charge of the Department was held throughout the year 
by Raj Purohit Krishna Dattaji. 

316. The budget grant of the actual expenditure under punya and 
paltu is given below : —

318. Maharaj Chatar Singhji, Hakim KarkhaDa continued to 
work as Reoeption Offioer in addition to his own duties.

319. Babu Balmukand^Gupta, B. A., held oharge of the depart- 
ment throughout the year except for five days when he was on leave 
and Mr. Mazhar Ali acted for him. 

320. At the beginning of the year Chatar Bilas tank was short 
of water by 1 foot and 10 inohes ; as a result of which the supply of 
water to the gardens failed on the 19th May 1939. But a fortnight 
later the rains set in recording a very meagre rainfall in this month . 
The tank did not overflow at all. This iB reported to be due to leakage. 
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321. The lotus plant is spreading rapidly and has covered nearly 
^th of the length of the tank. 

322. Income from State Gardens was Rs. 7,728/- as against 
Rs, 9,180/- of the last year. The fall in income is explained by the faot 
that the mango crop yielded Rs. 1,221/8 /- only during the year under 
report as against Rs. 2,876/12/9 during the previous year,. 

323. There were 15 animals in the Zoo at the beginning of the 
year. Subsequently one tiger from Bikaner, one panther cub from 
Sarthal and two lion cubs from Amar-Niwas were added to their 
number whioh came up to 19. Of these one pair of tigers was presented 
to the Bikaner State on the 10th November, 1938 while four tiger cubs 
and two lioncubs died for one reason or another leaving l] animals in 
the Zoo at the close of the year. 

324. The garden staff is reported to have worked satisfactorily. 

325. Babu Narendra Kumar M. Sc. who received training in 
Horticulture at the Ganesh Khind Fruit Experimental Station Kirkee 
( Poona ) worked in Zenana Garden at Kothi Umed Bbawan from the 
1st. March, 1939andhas been receiving his monthly allowance from the 
State Gardens.
